How handsomely does this 
illustrate the opinion ef the i- 
genious auther of the © Kits 
of Man,’’°—ihat if we wish to re- 
form the people, we niust “lay 
the axe to the root, and teach 
governments hnmanitv. it is 
their sanguinary punishments 
which corrupt mankind,’ 

We have i the instance of 
Rome, where, if any memory 
serves me right, for a lapse of 
200 years, and at iis most flour- 
ishing date, none but slaves were 
punished with death, Bui when 
hiome begap to jose her liber- 
ty she began also io lose her 
humanity ; and bad Ruse er 
Beccaria been _ there, they 
would have prognosticated in 
the first wasting of her vitals, 
the ultimate loss of her existence. 
It was only when Rrome began 
to decline, and the government 
grew corrupt and tyrannical, that 
a change was deemed neces- 
sary. Nor is there an instance 
in which capital punishments 
heve been abolished, that 
any disadvantage has resuliec 
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huecir revival ym the few cases

se!fr—-Wee do assert, and the exe 
ample of Scotland proves if, that 
if pains were taken to atlord eve. 
ry one the advantages of eaucas 
tion. rare would be the instances 
of heineus offenders. ‘To this 
should be added an active and 
vigilant attention to the suppres- 
sion of tippliag and gaming houe 
ses, stews, and whatever tends 
in the least te poison the morals 
of youth. ‘There are few, very 
few persons who heve had the 
advantages of a good education, 
who have had the fostering care 
of pisus parentsto inculcate the 
beauties of virtue and religion ia 
theirearliest days, that can evet 
stoop to the commission of 1gu0- 
minious crimes. ‘Their mindéy 
ennobled by a sense of the true 
diguity of man, possess little re 
lish for that which would de- 
crade them in the eyes of them 
selves oy the world; and a well 
established character with pre- 
per qualifications for business, 
places them on a ground too U- 
dependent ever to be forced t 
the commission of those diabell- 
cal offences by necessity. 
Socondly.—Punishmenl@ 
shonid be strictly and impartiab 
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ty inflicted tn all violations of say, 
But in order that this 
may be the case, they must, as

mild. They should be uncon 
necied with any thing that would 
degrade the mind. Hence the

We now redeem our promise 
by giving the statement of the 
oace of James Cann, who was 
bitten by a mad dog, and cured 
by the plant called Scull cap, as 
drawn up and furnished us by 
his two physicians. 

‘Early on Thursday morn- 
ing, the 10th June, L was called 
upon by James Cann,who re- 
‘quested me .o dress bis right 
hand, which had just been bitten 
by a dog that he believed was 
mad. Upon examination, I 

foeud the dog’s teeth had pene- 
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trated deep into the musculap 
part of the thumb, between ite 
metacarpal bone and that of the 
fore finger, and that the skin was 
but lIsacerated.—From the situa- 
tion and depth of the wound, J 
deemed exterpation inexpedient, 
and directed supertficia! dress. 
ings, telling him at the same time, 


‘if the dog should prove to have 


been mad, he had nothing te fear, 
as # plant had been discovered, 
(shewed him a diawing of the 
scull cap in the Evening Post,} 
which had never been known to 
fail insuch cases, when properly 
administered. fn the evening I 
saw him again, and then advised 
him to callon Jesse Willan, 
the son-in law of the late Mr. 
Lewis, of Westchester, and pro- 
cure from hima guantity of Scull 
cap.—He did so. and obtained 
about three ounces of the dried 
herb, fiinely cut up, with dtrec- 
tions to put a tea spoon full and 
a halfofitina quart of warm 
water, and io drink halfa pint of 
this infusion morning and night, 
fer two successive days, and on 
the third to omilit and take a tea 
spoon full of the flowers of guls 
phor. tn this manner Williams 
directed the Scullcap and sulphor 
to be alternately used forty days; 
during which time, exercise was 
to be avoided and an abstemious 
diet observed: he thought the 
wound required no other atiention 
than simple dressing. Mr Cant 
strictly followed the above dl 
rections, and remained free from 
complaint till Thursday, the 47th
